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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims recite in preamble "A third harmonic laser", "A fourth harmonic 
laser", and "A fifth harmonic laser" which are indefinite and ambiguous because claims would 
be lack of support or antecedence basis if claim 1 is interpreted as a different apparatus not 
having specific order of harmonic as claimed in claims 3-17. 

Claims 3, 1 1, and 16-17 recite "said output coupler of paragraph e including" which is 
lack of antecedence basic. It is recommended to replace with -said one or more output couplers 
including— 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zhou et al. ('351). 

With respect to claim 1, Zhou discloses in Fig. 7 a laser comprising a first reflector 10 
and a second reflector 64 forming a resonator having an optical axis, said resonator including a 
laser medium 20 for producing a fundamental beam; said first reflector highly reflective of 
fundamental beam; a second harmonic generator 30 located within said resonator for generating 
a second harmonic beam from said fundamental beam; said second reflector at least partially 
reflective for fundamental beam; said resonator producing two resonator output beams of 
preselected different wave length at least one of which is a harmonic beam; one or more output 
couplers 68 to remove at least a portion beams from said resonator and direct said removed of 
said two output beams on preselected optical paths outside said resonator; a third, fourth or fifth 
harmonic nonlinear crystal 32 located outside said resonator cavity and located along the 
preselected optical paths of both output beams to produce a third, fourth or fifth harmonic beam 
from said two output beams. 

With respect to claim 2, Zhou discloses in Fig. 7 the second harmonic generator 30 is 
located within said resonator (formed by 10 and 64) so that said fundamental beam makes a first 
and second pass across said second harmonic generator.
